This gentleman was thereupon elected President, in oppo- 
sition to Odillon Barrot, who was the candidate of Thiers and the rest of the 
Coalition. This is claimed, and justly, as a great victory on the part of the mo- 
narch, but it is by no means yet confirmed, and no one shojild be surprised at 
learning by the next arrival that no ministry the King may be able to compose, 
can resist the attacks of two such orators as Thiers and Barrot. 

The truth is, that the people in France have very little weight in the govern- 
ment. The number of electors in a population of thirty millions is so sur- 
prisingly small, (we will not name it, having no authority at hand,) that the 
government cannot be said to be of popular choice. The correspondent of the 
Times” calls it “*a government of Coteries.”” These coteries are swayed by 
the meanest of motives; there is of course no stability about them, nor can we 
look for a fixed and setticd government in France till the representative principle 
has there been brought into unlimited operation. Revolutions do not march 
backwards, nor henceforth will the world—and however the timid, the cautious, 
ind the interested may struggle against it, the world must settle down upon the 
basis on which our own constitution rests, the complete politicul equality of condt- 
lions among men. 

From polities let us turn to fashion and personal news reccived by the Liver- 
pool.

Hereafter we may give some further 
notice of the causes which led to the pecaniary embarrassments and departure 
of Lord Suffield. 

Lord De Roos is dead—a nobleman who was brought into disgraceful notoriety 
by his cheating atcards. The result of the action which he brought against the 
gentleman who had defamed him, as he alleged, was damning, and since that 
period he has lived in retirement and disgrace. We published a full report 0! 
the trial at the time. The remains of this nobleman were interred in the Ceme- 
tery, Kensal-green. The funeral was conducted in the most private manner, 
and the only relative who attended was Colonel De Roos, the brother of the cc- 
ceased. Death does not silence the wholesome indignation at his guilt, nor stay 
the jests of the wits. Theodore Hook was conversing at the Garrick Club with 
some of his compeers when the recent death was brought epon the tapis. Some 
one observed he wondered what sort of an epitaph would be placed upon his 
monument, when Hook instantly replied, “Oh! I'll tell you. Here lies Henry, 
5th Baron de Roos, anxiously waiting for the last trump.” Another good thing 
we likewise have seen. A noble Lord having at the Garrick Club declared his 
disbelief of the “‘card-playing” imputation upon Lord de Roos, said in the 
presence of a wag, “ And, indeed, so persuaded am I of his innocence, that I 
even left my card at his house.” “ Did his Lordship mark it t”’ was the natural 
inquiry. * Not that I am aware,” was the reply. ‘‘ Ob, then,” replied the que- 
rist, ‘you may depend his Lordship theught it no honor.”

A paragraph has been going the rounds of the papers, alleging thet Lord Ward 
had lost to a noble Earl, and a genileman of sporting celebrity, the sum of 
£200,000, which paragraph seems to have been copied trom a Worcester paper. 
The same report, with the addition of the names of the supposed implicated 
parties, appeared in a scandzlizing Sunday paper. Lord Ward, in a letter to 
the Times, says :—*‘ The Earl alluded to I have met in society, and the gentle- 
man of sporting celebrity in the fie!d, but with neither have I ever been engaged 
jn play for one moment, nor to either have I ever lost one farthing.” 

The Hon. Edward Petre, who has been residing on the continent for the last 
four years, is on the eve of returning home. His losses on the turf, five years 
since, exceeded two hundred thousand pounds, and his other debts were con- 
siderable. Every claim is now liquidated, under the able superintendence of the 
principal trustee, his uncle, the Duke of Norfolk. 

The retirement of Lord Henry Seymour from the French turf is thus an- 
nounced in the New Sporting Magazine :— 

It is with sincere regret that we have to communicate to our readers, that 
that dest of noble English turfmen in France, Lord Henry Seymour, is about 
to bring all his thorough-bred stock to the hammer. It is not for us to inquire 
into his Jordship’s reasons for this painful distribution ; but we look upon it with 
that trouble of spirit, which attends the perusal of a catalogue of some great 
book-collector’s sale. All the black-letter works—all the rare Wynkin de 
Wordes—Caxtons and Maxcys,—assembled in the paddock of one Library, with 
such zealous care, and at such heedlessness of cost—sent at once all abroad, 
scattered, depreciated,—at a single knock—Lord Henry Seymour's stock is of 
the purest blood ; a rare admixture of all that is famed for speed and stoutness ; 
they are the black-lcttered works of the stud,—the Caxtons—the Wynkin de 
Wordes of the turf!—We find, in looking at the following splendid list, the 
richest and wisest amalgamation of the blood of Whisker, Catton, (Royal-Oak) 
Rainbow, Bustard, Blacklock, Sultan, (Ibrahim), Whalebone, Woful, and 
Walton, (Direct,) Cain, Cadland, Terror, and Reveller! It would be as inte- 
resting, and less fatal to a turf enthusiast to trace these streams of blood up to 
their Eastern sources,—as it has been to a Clapperton, or a Park, to seek the 
sources of the Niger or the Nile. The Arabs are accountable for ail Lord Hen- 
ry's stud. 

It appears that we gave our readers a wrong impression as to the American 
horse matched against the ‘‘ Birmingham mare,” to trot three mile heats. It is 
not, we learn, ¢he Rattler, the competitor of Dutchman, but another American 
horse of the same name, that is destined to beat the “ Lady.” ‘* Whankey”” 
is the new nom de guerre of this latter Rattler. 

Winning the Riddlesworth placed Cesar far a-head for the Derby, his friends 
requiring less than 3to 1. £2000 to £700 against him was often taken. But 
the result of the “ First Spring Meeting,” (of which we have received four days, 
though we have not room for them this week,) has sent him to the right about. 
Indeed, the whole betting has fluctuated strangely of late. The Craven Meet- 
ing drove a number of favorites completely out of the field, and fixed Cesar 
apparently with perfect security at the top of the list. In the following week a 
new favorite came into the market. Bell's Life remarks of the betting on the 
Sth of April that ‘‘the grand movement of the day was in Scett’s stable, which 
has at length furnished a ‘rattling favorite’ in an outsider of long standing, 
Dragsman; the first odds taken were 25 to 1, and the next 15 to 1, for two or 
three hundred pounds; 16 to 1 was then betted several times, and at this price, 
with backers, he left off; a large amount has been laid out during the winter on 
this new fancy at 50 to 1 and upwards. Of the rest of Scott’s lot, Erin-go- 
Bragh was the only horse in any demand, and in him very little improvement was 
discernible—Dragsman, in fact, has driven the team out of the imarket.”” The 
Thursday following (the 11th) proved that the movement on Monday was no 
inistake, for in double quick time (so eager were his patrons to secure good 
places) he rose from 16 to 10 to 1; the next offer to this, 9 to 1, being swal- 
lowed with equal zeal ; his present quotation cannot be said to exceed 17 to 2. 
** Judex ” thus writes of this jump :— 

The betting at Tattersall’s on Monday is worthy of some notice, inasmuch as 
a horse in Scott’s stable, so long neglected, Dragsman by name, jumped, in the 
space of three hours, from 50 to 15 to 1, the latter price accepted to about 
£200 ; so strong an “office” could hardly have been given without good cause, 
and it was naturally inferred that some trial had come off on the Sunday, an 
opinion considerably strengthened by the fact that 12, 10, and finally 9 to 1 was 
taken on Thursday. ‘The speculation on which is Scoitt’s best has been most 
interesting. Some persevere that it is Zimmerman, while others maintain that 
Erin-go-Bragh is the nag. Ep‘daurus has throughout the winter found support- 
ers, while the proceedings this week would induce all to believe it must be 
Dragsman. Dangerous work to back one against so many : back the lot, I say, 
and lay against those you do not fancy. ‘Ihe Lord Mayor receded from 25 to 
40 to 1. If another in the same stable comes it so strong, of course for the 
time being, the previous favorites must go back. That Scott has a good horse 
I have little doubt; but far be it from me, in my public capacity, (for I have 
many followers,) to give a preference without very good reason.

The events of the week which were to affect these odds were the 2000 gs. 
stake and the Newmarket stake. In the former Cesar was engaged ; for this 
he was backed at starting at 6 to 1 on him, but he was beaten by a neck by a 
horse not named in the last quoted odds, Lord Lichfield’s ‘« Gulnare colt,” as he 
was called, by Sir Hercules. Forty to one were the odds against him for the 
Derby in town the week previous. This race gave him a good name, The Cor- 
sair, and a better place in the betting, 9 to 1 againet him. But singularly enough, 
Cesar still ranged higner, for only 7 to 1 was to be had against him. The race 


is thus described by the Morning Post’s correspondent :— 

The Gulnare colt went away with the lead, Cxsar lying about half a length 
behind him to the bushes, where he went in front ; at the bottom he was clearly 
in difficulty, and the Gulnare colt “ coming again,” collared him as soon as they 


faced the hill; a terrific race followed, and terminated in the last stride in favor 


of Lord Lichfield’s colt by a neck. Ather was well laid ap throughout, and was 
not beaten more than a length. Wakefield rode the winner in a highly creditable 
manner. It was obvious that Cesar neither liked going down or up hill, which 
some of his friends attribute to his being “ sore 7.08 a, to ua, in addition, 
that he went none the better for a taste of the whipcord.

On the completion of this unpleasant business, the ring was formed under one 
of the piazzas in the Coffee-room yard, and tht betting, small as it was, at once 
showed two or three highly important changes in the Derby, 11 to 1 was first 
laid in hundreds agst Cesar (the name given to Bro. to Bay Middleton after his 
race); 10 to 1 wasthen betted, and at that price he closed. Several offers were 
made to take 15 tol about The Dey cf Algiers; there was so general a shy- 
ness, however, on the part of the layers of the odds, that nothing was done, and 
.we were unable to get at his price. Mr. Thornhill’s Euclid (the Maria colt) 
was backed freely at 20 to 1; Kremlin at the same price ; and 35 to 1 taken 
about Montreal; no other bets were made. Nota single engagement was 
made on the Riddlesworth; it was known that Cesar and Euclid were all that 
were left to run, and the question was actually raised —* Will they not divide ?” 
This, we believe, was never contemplated, but the mere dread that it might take 
place naturally enough prevented any speculation. The races commenced at 1 
o'clock, and continued until four, an hour having been allowed between the last 
two races, inconsequence of Euclid being engaged ir both. The attendance

NEWMARKET. 


Newmarket Heath is blessed with a celebrity unattainable by any other race- 
course in the kingdom: it stands alone, sud is totally different in every respect 
from every other, and, as in the idea of many it is the only place to bet, so in 
mine it is the only course exclusively appropriate to racing. No man can on 
ever does go to Newmarket on any other plea; there is no attraction but the 
absolute sport—no gambling booths—no Punch—no organs—I must not say 0 
monkeys—no theatre—no anything but a Heath, that extends for miles, here 
and there dotted with a naked, shivering plantation, or a suite of stables, which 
Iam not at all clear now stand where originally planted, it being a well known 
fact that fields take occasional excursions, such is the impetus of the wind, to 
nr this Heath, and the inhabitants of the town whence it derives its title are 
subject. 

As so very important a race as the Riddlesworth comes off on Monday, al- 
most all make it their business to arrive on the preceding day. At the same 
time thatI deprecate thie profanation of the sabbath, it is only justice to add 
that tne committee of management do all in their power te render it unnecessa- 
ry, by fixing the Lo: * of stating © the frat day as late as pose »!>—say two oF 
half-past two o’cleck—thns allowing ample time to post from town the same 
Morning. here was, buweves, ius year, che additional but recret‘ed attraction 
of the sale of Lord Szu‘Te!d’. stud, which will in come messc.c cccount for the 
extra run upon the road that took placeon Easter Sunday. As this sale was 
first on the bill ef tare, my atienuon was naturally directed to chat quarter of 
the town holding the stables of W. Boyce, where on my arrival, at eleven 
o'clock, I found assembled the leading members of the profession and Jockey 
Club. The resu!t of the sale, industriously and conspicuously set forth as be- 
ing by order of the Sheriff, confirms what I am about to remark, which is, that 
a more ill-judged step on the part of the gentleman, the immediate creditor, I do 
not remember. In the first place, it is in the power of Lord Suffield to scratch 
out of his engagement any horse entered in his name. Who would—rather say 
who cou/d—then have purchased Vernon, so deeply engaged as he is, except 
some friend of his Lordship’s. Vernon, as nice a colt as ever was seen fetch- 
ed 100 guineas. Again no horse in Lord Suffield’s name can ever start 
in the United Kingdom, until the whole of the forfeits of ail his horse are paid 
up. Suppose, then, some person bought Alms, and rode her as # hack, or sent 
her abroad, some other person buys Vernon, and before he can start, he must pay 
all the forfeits for Alms. It is not surprising, then under sueh circumstances, 
that Tattersall had much difficulty in finding purchasers. I believe the produce 
of Vernon, Alms, Marie, St. Luke, and Arsenic, amounted to something under 
four huudred pounds—a paltry sum, indeed, to meet the obloquy that must at- 
tach to so unnecessarily harsh a proceeding. Enough of a disagreeable subject. 
The sale interfered much with the regular betting ; indeed I do not think a hee 
dred pounds were laid on in the town—on the heath less than usual. The day 
was beautifully fine, but the Countess of Lichfield, the Countess of Chesterfield 
and the Hon. Mrs. Anson, were the only ladies tempted. The attraction of the 
day was, of course, the Riddlesworth, the crack, since christened Cesar, having 
it was said, an awful antagonist im Mr. Thornhill’s Euclid (Maria colt.) The 
parties were both “ fond,” as it is termed, and as the trial nags in each stable 
had made an equally respectable appearance, Joantina and Mendizabal, it was 
quite a lottery which to choose. e Newmarket people are, however, won- 
derfully prejudiced, for in spite of all Mr. Pettit’s declamation, 6 and 7 to 4 was 
laid very freely on the brother to Bay Middleton, tte Jersey horse. As my for- 
mer letters will express, | was one of the prejudiced. but I confess I did not ex- 
pect the horse would win so easy. His action is high, but he a to me to 

win in acanter. It remains to be added that the Lea en horse Euclid appesl- 
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ed again in the very next race, in spite of the fact that the notoriously good horse 
Kremlin, had been imported in a new van expressly to win thisrace. Euclid 
won considerably easier than the crack, this still more showing the superiority 
of Lord Jersey's Cesar. Kremlin and his van, as I understood, left Newmar- 
ket the same evening I should imagine not to return. 12 to i was laid freely 
against Cesar for the Derby before his race; this shows that the Thornhill sta- 
ble had boeked to win; 5 to 1 was taken in the evening—the attendance on the 
Heath was very good, the excitement previous to, and the screaming that suc- 
ceeded the Riddlesworth, was worth coming to experience and hear. 

It is the custom at Newmarket to rise early in order to see the horses take 
their gallops ; as the old woman says, however, “it would be Lombard-strect 
to a shiny orange’’ to any betting, from what he could discover thus. It is diffi- 
cult, indeed, to pick out the best ina string of twelve or more, clothed up to 
their ears and down to their heels. All were debarred the pleasure of exercisin 
their judgment on Tuesday, as horses do not walk out in snow storms ; indee 
such a prospect presented itsclf about eleven o'clock that Capt. Rous the act- 
ing, or rather the only steward, consulted Lord Jersey and others having horses 
to run, on the propriety of transferring the racingto Wednesday. When horses 
ere set, as itis termed in sporting language, and fit to run, trainers do not like 
the risk of delay. The measure was therefore negatived without a division. 
The wind was extremely cold, and the sport indifferent, each race being won 
without a struggle. My Lord Jersey’s good fortune certainly does not aw 
him, for he has this year carried of both Riddlesworths and a sweepstakes be- 
sides. 40 to 1 was bet against Ilderim before he won, 50 to 1 and 2,000 to 25 af- 
ter. Ithink this is decisive as to Lord Jersey's best. Derrynane was backed 
freely against outsiders, Montreal, Dragsman, Cameilino, &c. Flambeau won 
his race inacanter, and went back from 18 to 25 to 1; the latter price offered 
freely in theevening. Tros was backed for a great deal of money at 18 te 20 
tol. ‘The betting about this horse has been mysterious, but I adhere to my for- 
mer judgment that he won't do for Epsom: the Dey of Algiers second favourite 
at 94 to |,taken. Some amusement was afforded between the acts by a gentle- 
man’s horse rushing backwards among the carriages: the clerk of the course at 
length interfered, and good order was restored to the apparent annoyance of the 
pedestrian mob. Wednesday afforded but two races ; the betting about the 
Column was heavy, Mr. Batson’s brother to his celebrated horse Pienipo being 
much fancied. _A horse of Lord Exeter's, by name Bosphorus, was also in fa- 
vour until he was defeated. Lord Exeter rarely pays forfeit, and I believe 
{ do not err when I say that his Lordship has not won one race out of the last 
fifteen for which his horses have run. A man must have some spirit to face 
suchluckas this. Lord Jersey’s Caesar was backed for large sums at 5 to 1, 
but his enemies at five o’clock were still in the field. Thursday again only two 
races: considering the number of horses in training in Newmarket, this is 
disheartening. The crack was, of course, victorious, although the large sums 
that ‘l'ros was backed for by a Noble Lord induced many to anticipate a different 
result. Ihave hardly had sufficient time to decide if this second victory ought 
to make Cesar a better favourite. He has beat two certainly, it is true; butil 
seeing !s believing, they are not very valuable. 

There are a certain number of gentlemen in Newmarket who make it a rule 
to stand against favourites. Up to the present evening there have been thirteen 
races, and the favourites have wonten. In a large handicap it is very well, but 
where the field is small—where two start—the Newmarket people know tos 
certainty which is to win. It is quite ridiculous to say racing is not a certainty ; 
nothing but atumble down can make it otherwise in hundreds of cases. It is 
totally different running across the flat at Newmarket and across the Downs at 
Epsom—the crowd, the noise, the large field, the hili—make just all the differ- 
ence in the world. I say this to prevent people entertaining the idea that the 
Derby is invariably won by the best horse—instance Dangerous, Spaniel, and 
Phosphorus. If Caesar was to run at Newmarket te-morrow against any horse 
in the present Derby, he should undoubtedly run for my money ; but the Derby 
is yet six weeks off, and *‘ there’s many a slip ’twixt the cup aid the lip” isa 
musty old proverb, too often realised inracing. Ilderim, Lo:d Jersey’s horse, 
will not, it is said, start again before the Derby. The reasons for this are ob- 
vious, and require no explanation. 

A few words will suffice as to the termination of this Meeting—dull as te 
sport, dullasto the weather, dull in every thing but the result and return to 
town. ‘The event of the last day (Friday) that astonished all was the Port. 
Don John of notoriety to be beat for the first time in his life, and in a canter, by 
Grey Momus—certes the most fortunate of his species. That the Don was 
thought fit to run is proved by the money that was laid out upon him, and at the 
enormous odds of 3 to 1 and5 to 2. The Lord Chesterfield arrived from Nor- 
thamptonshire the evening before solely to see him win! Some foreigners (of 
distinction, ne doubt) arrived the same morning expressly to buy him! He 
had been seen in his gallops actually running away from Epirus, and by the side 
of Grey Momus it did not seem as if he cou!d gallop. He was beaten at the 
ditch, and that’s the fact. The only way of explaining so contrary a “ come 
off”’ to general expectation is, that the Grey always was, and is still, an improv- 
ing horse, and that Don John is not improved at all—is no better now than ever 
he was. That this will have some influence on the betting about Scott’s horses 
is beyond a doubt, although it has been said that Don John was almost too good 
for atrial horse. All fears on this subject may now fortunately be set aside. 
Lord Exeter’s Alemdar brought up the rear, and it occurs to me just now that 
the sporting Marquis will very soon obtain as great celebrity for running third as 
Lord Suffield enjoyed for being always second. . 

The run to town immediately after the races was great ; about thirty-five pair 
of horses being in demand, exclusive of those reserved for I ord Geo. Bentinck. 
Nothing can have been more unpropitious than the weath«r; a violent snow- 
storm fell at and around Epping on Friday, while, certainly, at Newmarket, it 
was so good as only to raiv very fast and wetting. 

I have been considering the position ef Lord Jersey's hor:e in the betting, and 
I have decided that he is too great a favourite for his performance. He won 
easy enough. it is true, but, alas! for those he defeated—Tyros and Derrynane. 
Mr. Thornhill’s horse again beat Montreal, but nothing can be much worse than 
the public running of the latter, a moderate third being the best place ever al- 
lotted to him. If I could discover anything good in any one horse that has 
yielded to Euclid, then I should say, take 3 to 1 about Cesar, but with winds, 
weather, his engagements, and other chances, I should be inclined to wait : if, 
however, wel! on the day, with Jem Robinson on his back, the horse that beats 
him will be one I have never seer. JUDEX.

The following correspondence between the Queen, the Dowager Marchioness 
of Hastings, and Lord Melbourne, we copy fromthe Morning Post of the 16th 
ult., to which it was fura shed for publication by the mother of Lady Flora 
Hastings. Our readers have been sufficiently apprized of the circumstances out 
of which it has grown. The Premier certan'y appears in an unenviable atti. 
tude, and it is clear that we are to hear yet more of the subject :— 

To the Editor of the Morning Post. 


Sir—Being unable to reach the original calumniator or calun niators of my 
daughter, Lady Flora Hastings, and having received no mark of public repara- 
tion from her Majesty's responsible advisers, I consider it due to my personal and 
family honour to show that Ihave sought it. Iam reluctantly oiliged to have 
re ourse to the publication of the following letters. 

The first letter in this corresy onden: e, addressed to her Ma esty, would have 
beon very incorrectly placed here, had it not been for its official answer, and tke 
report whic} is in circulation, that I had been guilty of writing an improper let- 
ter, called ‘ An impertinent letter to the Queen.” With whom such animputa- 
tion originated (as no copy of it has been given beyond my own family), may 
appear extraordinary, but it is to me quite immaterial ; not so the refutation of 
a charge so serious. 

Some other letters, received from and addressed to her Royal Highness the 
Duchess of Kent, are not inseried, although connected with the same dreadful 
subject, from a wish to withhold, as far as possible, everything that would un- 
necessarily associate her Royal Highness’s name with these occurrences; ex- 
cept the expression of my unalterable respect and gratitude for her Royal High- 
ness’s conduct towards my daughter, and her feeling towards myself.

THE MARCHIONESS OF HASTINGS, COUNTESS OF LOUDOUN TO HER MAJESTY. 
Loudoun Castle, March 7, 1839. 

Madam—It is hardly to be imagined that your Majesty should feel any sur- 
prise in receiving the present letter. ‘The anguish of a mother’s heart, under 
circumstances such as mine, can only be understood by a mother. But no one 
can be at aloss to know that loyalty to your Majesty, and justice to my innocent 
child, demand from me an explicit reference to your Majesty on the atrocious 
calumnies and unblushing falsehoods against my daughter’s reputation, which 
the perpetrators have dared to circulate, even in the Palace of the Sovereign. 
Ihave the honour jof remembering your Majesty in childhood; I am deeply 
and gratefully attached to your admirable mother ; and I have cherished, in dis- 
tance. absence, bad health, and many sorrows, a deep interest in the real honour 
and glory of your reign. My husband served his country honourably, and with 
devoted zeal, and was particularly known to your Royal race ; and my own fa- 
mily, during a long line, have been distinguished as faithful servants of their 
Kings. My grandfather lost his life in the service of his Sovereign. With so 
many claims on my feelings of old—although now unfashionable—aristoeracy, it 
s impossible to suppose me capable of disrespect or want of loyalty towards 





your Majesty—a feeling, Madam, not less unbecoming towards you than repug- 
nant to what I feel suitable in myself. But, I trust, a sense of morality is not 
yet so callous a thing as not to be held in some due respect even in the sight of 
a thoughtless world, and to justify my appealing directly to your Majesty to re- 
fute, by some act, calculated to mark your indignant sense of the slanders which 
some person or persons have ventured to cast in your Majesty’s presence upon 
my daughter, and betrayed your Majesty to follow up by a course of proceeding, 
such as was, no doubt, done on their part with a wish to try to degrade the vic- 
tim of their persecution. It is my duty respectfully to call your Majesty’s at- 
tention to its being not more important for my daughter, than essentially conso- 
nant to your Majesty's honour and justice, not to suffer the criminal inventor of 
such falsehoods to remain without discovery. To a female Sovereign especially 
women of alf ranks in Britain look, with confidence, for protection, and (not- 
withstanding the difference of their rank) for sympathy. ‘To such honest feel- 
ings of respect ‘for they take their origin in that) I ought not to suppose your 
Majesty indifferent—far less can I imagine that, as your Majesty increases in 
years, you will not feel, Madam, more and more the value of that estimate of 
your high place, which would make no one doubt your commanding reparation 
(as far as reparation can be made) for an infamous calumny, as not less incum- 
bent as an act of necessary morality in the case of the public, as it assuredly is 
to the irdividual who so severely suffers from such defamation. ‘This is not a 
matter that can or will be hushed up, and it is all-important that no time should 
be lost in calling the culpable to account. With this appeal to your Majesty’s

Mr. John Van Buren has been over on the Continent, visiting Brussels, and 
we know not what other cities. He was to return to London long ere this. 

Another visitor, distinguished for his birth, the Hereditary Grand Duke of 
Russia, was daily expected in England. The papers pretend he has been un- 
successful in some matrimonial schemes in Austria. 

Duels are becoming as frequent in England and Belgium as in this country. 
The mayor of an English city was recently wounded in a duel, but is likely to 
recover. Another, which makes more talk, lately took place between Capt. 
Maynard, of “the Blues,” and a Mr. Jennings, of the 15th Hussars. The 
former threw away his fire, and then apologized—nobody injured. In Belgium 
they do things more thoroughly. At Brussels, a brother of the Minister of War 

and a son of a Mr. Person, of the Chamber of Representatives, recently fought, 
to determine whether the Minister had endeavored to aggrandize his family at 
the expense of the nation or not. The result we have overlooked, but it was 
not fatal. A few days after another took place, which was certainly serious as 
thus described. It was fought between two militaires at Diest on the 21st ult., 
and both have fallen, like Sempronius, for that tetterima causa belli, ‘a worth- 
less woman.” Capt. Hertz, of the 2d Regt. of Chasseurs-a-pied, and Capt. 
Vanderauvera, of the 2d Regt. of Lancers, met at ten o’clock in the morning 
with their swords outside the walls, and fought amidst an immense crowd during 
two hours, without any one attempting to interfere. Capt. Vanderauvera at last 
received a deep cut on the chest, near the 1ight shoulder, and inflicted a similar 
one near the left shoulder of his adversary. In this state they still continued to 
fight, until Capt. Vanderauvera inflicted an awful gash on the abdomen of his 
rival, through which his bowels appeared, and in drawing back his sword nearly 
cat three of his own fingers off. The mangled combatants were then laid on 
straw, in a travelling artillery forge, and attended by their surgeons, but in vain. 
Capt. Hertz died in about two hours, the other lingered till next day. The 
police (who stood and looked on) are now very busy hunting out “the criminal 
participators.” 

The next was a stock-jobbing duel between M. de Brouckere and Col. Bire, 
fought with swords outside Brussels. The latter was wounded slightly in the 
hand. M. de Brouckere is left-handed—rather awkward fora swordsman—and 
was pinked near the heart, but not mortally. This terminated the duel @ /a 
mort, and the business of the Belgian Bank being pressing, M. Brouckere went 
to his bureau for a while, but so many kind inquiring friends called to see him 
that he thought it more seemly to go to bed, which he accordingly did. As

MORE LEAVES FROM MR. KEELEY’S JOURNAL. 


Niagara, Thursday, June 29th.— When one is at a celebrated spot, of course 
one gees through all the ceremonies of the locality. I should as soon think of 
going to Cheltenham or Leamington without drinking the waters, or to the sea- 
side without bathing in the sea, as of quitting Niagara without having passed 
‘behind the great falling sheet of water,” as the card (which is handed to you 
as a certificate of your having performed the feat) expresses it. By the way, 
while I am on this subject, I may as well say that the value of these certificates 
underwent considerable deterioration in my estimation, when I found they were 
attainable, upon payraent of a dollar, by persons who had not earned the envia- 
ble distinction of having “ passed behind the sheet,” but who remained high 
and dry on the rock, grinning at the costume of the peril-seeking adventurers, 
who brave the “ peltings of the pitiless” fall. The descent is made on the 
Canadian side ; there is a house of refreshment, and a cabinet of minerals, and 
rooms wherein you change your own clothes for a suit which can take no harm ; 
the clammy dampness of its lining as it clings to your skin, gives you a fore- 
boding of the sprinkling you have to encounter ; though certainly upon this oc- 
casion, my anticipations were considerably more than realized. The dress that 
you don for the exploit, consists of a jacket that buttons up close to the neck, 
trousers, frieze stockings, and thick shoes ; the whole being crowned by a hat 
such as sailers call a nor’-wester, which has strings to fasten it under your chin, 
and which completes this highly picturesque costume. In the room in which I 
made my toilet, was a young fellow from Pittsburg, who, while he was also- 
dressing for the scene, was endeavouring to persuade his father to accompany 
us. The old boy’s reply was rather ‘tarnation shrewd. ‘No, no, Tom,” said 
he, “it’s all mighty well for you, but I am old, and have no relish for these sort 
o’ things.

We started: our way lay along a shelf of rock—in many parts not two feet 
wide, with a fearful abyss below ; the wind blew from a quarter which sent the 
spray upon us thickly ; we had a guide to each person, but as we approached the 
roaring cataract, the sound of the human voice was lost in its thunder ; so that, 
as well as we could sce through the spray which beat in our faces, we had only 
to obey their telegraphic directions. To give some idea of one’s undergoings 
during the early part of this passage, I must venture on a familiar mode of illus- 
tration ; for, as according to Sterne, the declaration of the English barber, that 
you might dip a peruke “‘in a pail of water,” would have been more practicable 
and available, than the magniloquent assertion of the French friseur, that you 
might “* immerge it in the ocean;” so I cannot better describe my personal en- 
-durance than by simply saying, it was that of a shower-bath for three minutes ; 
and this will serve to convey to those who know what a shock of less than half 
@ minute is, a pretty accurate notion of our enjoyment. The annoyance ceased 
as we passed behind the grand part of the Fall, and found our way by the green 
light conveyed to us through a watery prism from sixteen to twenty feet thick, 
for such is the depth of the water that pours itself over this part of the Falls. | 
kept my eye on my guide until we reached the end of al! further possible pro- 
gress, and siood on “ Termination Rock.” Then, for the first time, looking 
round for my wife, I discovered that neither she nor her guide were with us. In 
a state of great alarm, I hurried back; and as I emerged from behind the Fall, 
was much relieved by seeing her in the distance, clambering along the narrow 
shelf of rock, with her guide after her. The shower-bith had been too much 
for her: after enduring it till she could no longer breathe, she pulled herself 
from her guide's hand, and explored her way back by herself; thus undergoing 
considerably more real danger than if she had passed through with us—one slip 
of her foot and she was gone for ever; they gave her a tic'et, however, “ To 
certify taat Mrs. Mary Aun Keeley had passed behind the great falling sheet of 
water to Termination Rock,” when in truth they should lave written, “ That 
having achieved the only difficult part of the passage with the assistance of a 
guide, she had returned without one, to show her superiority to all such unne- 
cessary attendance.” 

The usual variety of “sights” are created in the neighborhood of “ The 
Falls,” to relieve the ennui of sated pleasure-seckers : objects are thrust into 
importance, which, but for their neighborhood, would have remained quietly in 
their insignificance ; but [ suppose it is in sight-seeing as it is in trade ; accord- 
ing to the doctrine of the commercial economists, wherever there is a demand 
there will be a supply: so here we have the “ Burning Spring,” the ‘“‘ Mineral 
Spring,”’ the ** Whirlpool,” the “ Devil’s Hole,” &c. &c. &c. 

In the afternoon’we went to the “ Burning Spaine,”’—*‘a stream of sulphu- 
retted gas, which quickly ignites on the touch of a candle, and burns with a bril- 
liant flame.’’ Our principal indueement to visit this was, that it took us along 
the bank of the river above the Falls, where the muttitude of little Falls or 
“‘ Rapids,” as they are called, for nearly a mile above the cataract, seem to urge 
on the angry waters te their terrific leap. 

Near the site of the battle of Lundy’s Lane, by the village of Drummend’s- 
dale, mingled feelings of curiosity and interest led me into the grave-yard : three 
epitaphs only arrested my attention: they were those of military men who had 
fallen gallantly in their country’s service—a colonel and two lieutenants. The 
memory of the superior officer was preserved on stone; those of the humble 
subs on wood, now fast decaying. [ copied the epitaphs; at this distance of 
time (indifferent as they may be to thé general reader), they may meet the eye 
of some friend—some relative—or some companion of their early days, and 
awaken a feeling in their hearts that may afford them a melancholy pleasure. 

In stone, and in good preservation, was this short epitaph :— 

“ Colonel Cecil Bisshopp, 
16th July, 1813, 
Died of wounds received at Black Rock.’’ 


In a remote nook, under a small hillock, covered with wild flowers : 
*‘ Lieut. Thomas Andrew, 6th regiment, 
who died in consequence of a wound he received when gallantly 
leading on his company before Fort Erie. Sept. 17th, 1814. 
Aged 26.”

‘2d. In the time of public worship, let all the people attend with gravity 
and reverence, forbearing to read any thing except what the ininister is preach- 
ing or citing; abstaining frown all whisperings, from salutations of persons pre- 
sent or coming in, and from gazing about, sleeping, smiling, and all indecent 
behavior.’’ ‘

Even now, as we call it to mind, do we feel once more the 
pang of disappointment we then endured at the hopeless emptiness of the cup- 
board—the consternation at the death—the thrill of ecstacy at the resuscitation 
of the quadruped hero of that ancient romaunt. We never had our nativity cast, 
but it needs not; we can do without the assistance of a Sidrophel—we are es 
convinced as we are of our own existence, that our natal star was Sirius. We 
were born in the dog-days! The scoldings we endured for our propensity to be- 
come sworn friends with every strange dog we met, were endless—the pence 
that we expended in dogsmeat innumerable. ‘* Beware of the Dog!” was to 
us but as a dead letter. Though, like most children, we gradually grew older, 
we did not, however, like them, “ put away childish things.”

NEW YORK J. C. RACES, FIRST SPRING MEETING. 


UNION COURSE, LONG ISLAND. 





At an adjourned meeting of the Club, convened on Saturday last at the Club 
House, near the Union Course, forthe election of Officers, Commodore RinceE- 
ugy was re-elected President, and Messrs. Joun A. Kino, Joun C. Srevens, 
H. Witxes and James Foster, Vice Presidents, for the term of three years. 
The following gentlemen were also elected Stewards for one year : Messrs. 
Henry K. Torer, Gouverneur Korrwricut, Wa. K. Gaston, and Gerarp 
H. Cosrer. 

The campaign at the North was opened with a Produce Stake of thirteen 
subscribers. Five paid forfeit, the three brought to the post being Mr. R. L. 
Srevens’ Emilius filly, out of Polly Hopkins, Mr. Barucare’s Barefoot colt, 
out of Highland Mary, and Mr. Tittotson’s Barefoot filly, out of Polly Jones. 
The Emilius filly was justly the favorite at odds; she is a bay, with a star, and 
no other white, save a line across the root of the tail, being marked like her sire 
in this respect ; she measures more through the heart than any filly of her height 
(about 14—3) we ever saw ; her back and loin are perfect, and altogether she is 
a trump, with a beautiful head and neck and clean limbs. ‘Those who have seen 
Col. Haurron’s Emily are struck with the strong resemblance between the two 
fillies, though the former has the advantage in height. Mr. Stevens’ filly was 
foaled in England, and imported at a year old ; Mr. Stevens has a 2 yr. old colt by 
Plenipo and a yearling colt by Emilius, out of Polly, that he expects out in the 
course of this season. Mr. Bathgate’s colt has more size and substance than 
most of Barefoot’s get; he is a light chesnut, with a blaze face, and white 
stockings on his hind feet. Mr. Tillotson’s filly is a chesnut, with white hind 
feet and astar. She was in season, and a false start, in which she ran several 
hundred yards, put her out of the race. 

At starting, the Barefoot filly ran away with her rider and lost her chance ; 
the colt carried on the running gallantly over the hill, collared the filly round the 
last turn, and came in front on the last quarter; inside of the gate Abram brough' 
up the Emilius filly, went in front, and won cleverly by a length, exhibiting as 
fine a specimen of coolness and knowledge of pace as is often seen. The 
Barefoot filly being taken with “ the thumps,” was now withdrawn. The second 
heat was won by the Emilius filly by half a dozen lengths. 

The second Stake brought out two colts by Shark, the first of his get that 
have started on the Island. Mr. Gissoens’ Mariner, out of Bonnets o’ Blue, is 
a brown, with a star and one white hind foot ; there is no Shark about him; his 
elean limbs, fine head, shoulder, coupling, and thigh, he gets from his dam ; he 
was terribly buck-shinned on all four legs, and was so sore as to be anable to 
extend himself the first half mile; from this point to the end of the fourth mile 
he improved wonderfully. Mr. Stevens’ colt, out of Celeste, is also a brown, 
with a white fore and hind foot ; both colts bave good size, Celeste’s having a 
little the advantage. 

The Celeste colt went off with the lead under a hard pull, and it was not un- 
til the last quarter that little Joe Laird could get his horse in motion; antici- 
pating an easy heat, Abram saffered Joe to make up a wide gap, and when they 
got inside the gate the two were nearly locked ; at the distance stand Joe gave 
up his pull to use his whip hand, when his colt swerved quite out of the track 
and they had passed the judges before he could recover his advantage ; they 
pronounced it a dead heat. The second heat, after a close contest, was won by 
the Celeste colt, who had a slight advantage in the start; the odds were now 
10 tol on him. The Bonnets o’ Blue colt cooled out well, and made stronger 
running than ever for half a mile, when not venturing to run for a distance, he 
was taken in hand ; he won easily by half a dozen lengths. As a distance made 
a difference of $500 in the amount of the winner's stake, both went off at the 
top of their speed for the fourth heat ; at the half mile post the thing was out, 
but to make assurance doubly sure, Joe took a good pull on Mariner, and let him 
pelt away home at a racing pace, and he of course won by an immense distance, 
after an exceedingly game and interesting race. The fourth heat was run in 
1:57}—better time than has been made ina colts’ stakes for some years, with 
equal weights. The atmosphere and track were both unfavorable for making 
good time. Record :—

SECOND DAY. 

The weather to-day was gusty and cold, and the attendance shy, owing in a 
great degree to the fact that on Tuesday, those persons who trusted to reach 
the Course by the cars, were obliged to take seats upon rough benches, placed 
upon the top of manure trains. It looked a little like rain, too, in the morning, 
and there is a vulgar prejudice “‘ prevalent toa great extent in this community ” 
against standing on the top of an uncovered shed all day. 

The purse of $300 brought out Hornblower, acrack of last season, from New 
Jersey—Suffolk, another good one, trained on the Island by Belcher—Caradori, 
a Tonson filly, from Virginia, and said to be fass— Tornado, a trial horse, in Mr. 
Stevens’ stable, and Waterloo, by Imported Victory, who unfortunately fell into 
the dock and was drowned, in this city, some three years since, on going on 
board a steamboat. Hornblower was the favorite at odds against the field - 
Lloyd had him in superb condition, and to our eye he had much improved upon 
his 3 yr. old form. Tornado was quite high in flesh; he did not make a stroke 
for the first heat, and as he was withdrawn after it, we shall dismiss him until 
his next appearance. Caradori was buck-shinned on both hind legs, and terribly 
tacked up in the flank. Suffolk and Waterloo were both in racing form, and the 
former was the main dependence of the fielders. ! 

The race is hardly worth describing, there being nothing i 
put up Hornblower.

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THIRD DAY. 

A very clever field came out to-day for the purse of $500, Three mile heats, 
consisting of Mr. Harg’s Black Prince, Mr. Assort’s Manalopan, Mr. Gin- 
Bons’ Shadow, and Capt. Stocxcron’s Bergen. Black Prince was the favorite ; 
he was the first of Imported Fylde’s get that ever started on thi¢ Course. Saving 
his near hind foot and a small star, he has no other white mark. The best points 
about him are his chest and shoulders, the latter being beautifully shaped, and 
the former very deep and capacious. Old Charles had him in very fine condi- 
tion, though one of his fore legs looked slightly sprung. The others we have 
before described, but must remark, that when the entries were proclaimed, the 
President stated to the Club, at Mr. Tuomson’s request, that Bergen had bee: 
some time complaining, and was at this moment slightly lame. Shadow and 
Manalopan were the main dependence of the fielders, but the weight killed th« 
latter, and the former had lost his foot in a great degree ; their condition other- 
wise was fine. 

Bergen made play from the score under a strong pull, but had not reached 
the half mile post before the saddle slipped directly across his neck and withers, 
and in this critical situation his jockey rode through the heat, which he would 
have won beyond doubt but for the accident. Shadow led fortwo miles and a 
half, when Joe finding the field could outfoot him, took him in hand, and dropped 
him just inside the distance stand. On the last quarter Manalopan and Black 
Prince caught up the running, and carried it on to the end, the latter winning by 
a saddle-girth, in 5:50. Bergen pulled up quite lame, though less distressed 
than the winner; indeed, considering that his rider sat directly over his game 
leg, we think he never made a finer race. Shadow was perfectly fresh, and it 
was thought he must eventually win the race if Black Prince lost the next 
heat. . 

Shadow and Bergen went forward and cut out the work for two miles and a 
half of the 2d heat, when the other two challenged for the lead simultaneously ; 
Manalopan first got in front, but he lost the heat by it, having made his run too 
soon. Daniel rode Black Prince with the most consummate skill and coolness, 
and did not call upon him until the last quarter, when he rammed in the spurs 
and woke him up with twa or three such first-rate eye-openers as sent him past 
the stand a gallant winner by a head and neck. Black Prince was very lame 
after the heat, and poor Bergen gave way in the fetlock joint of his near fore 
leg, and will probably never show aga n on the turf. 

Immediately after the main race came off a Sweepstakes, for which two 
started, out of eight nominations. It was no race at all—except for a fast trot-

FOURTH DAY. 

The attendance to-day was unusually numerons—thorovghly demonstrating 
the fact, that our citizens only require a fair prospect of sport to insure their pz- 
tronage ; the Ladies’ Pavillion, though not crowded, as we should have been 
pleased to see it, contained a galaxy of belles, whose radiant beauty and sunny 
smiles we have no doubt will add many gallant members to the new Jockey 
Club; let them but give us their approving smiles, and the Union Club cannot 
be rivalled. 

The ball was opened to-day with a race for the Four mile purse, for whieh 
Mr. Tuomson enrered Langford, Mr. Lairp Decatur, and Mr. Harr Willis. 
Decatur was the favorite at 100 to 75 vs. the field, Willis being emphatically, 
as it proved, ‘a dark horse,’ while Langford, it was well known, had been 
mincing his feed foz a week past. 

They went off hard in hand ; Langford led for nearly three miles with a long 
rating stroke, while Decatur, who seemed to have lost his action, could only 
maintain a 3d place but by Jack’s waking him up occasionally with the spur. 
He made strong running down the back-stretch of the 3d mile, but gave back at 
the hill, where Willis, who was going sweetly in band, was half out of his dis- 
tance. On the last quarter of the mile Daniel brought up Willis to try Lang- 
ford’s foot, but pulled him back after running with him a few yards; Decatur 
made play at the same moment, but the pace was evidently teo severe fur him ; 
and 2 to i was now freely offered on Willis for the heat or race. Langford led 
the last mile round the semi-circle to the straight run home before Willis chal- 
lenged, when each made a desperate struggle, and the interest was kept up to 
the last. Inside of the draw-gate Langford was a-head, and nothing but Daniel's 
coolness gave Willis the heat, ‘‘ by a head,”’ as the Judges pronvunced, after a 
desperately contested race. J.angford’s rider gave up his pull within forty feet 
of the winning post, instead of bracing him amd using his spurs, and thereby 
jeopardized, if he did not lose, the heat. Decatur came in 3d, and well up, not 
being beaten over three or four lengths, after the best race, in eur opinion, he 
ever made. ‘The first mile was run in 2:01—the 2d in 1:554—the 3d in 1:53}, 
and the 4th in 1:57. 

The second heat is hardly worth describing, as Willis eould easily outfvot 

Langford, owing to the latter’s want of strength, while Decatur’s stride grew 
shorter at every stroke until the finish, when he was ten rods outside of the 
draw gate. Whether Decatur sulked, or was amiss, we are not prepared to say ; 
his trainer, however, inclines to the former epinion, and he is in part borne out 
by the fact of his not being at all distressed. Willis we described when he 
made his debut as a 3 year old at Camden; he is a dark chesnut, with no other 
natural white mark than a ring above the corenet of his near hind fvot, he mea- 
sures about fifteen hands and a half, is well put up, and promises to add fresh 
laurels to the garland won by the stock of Sir Charles. Considering the state 
of the track the time of the first heat was immense ; it rained on Thursday af- 
ternoun and evening, and though the face of the track was dry, it had lost all its 
elasticity. Langford, although unfortunate, nobly sustained the good opinion 
of his friends; his performance was not only the best he ever made, but the 
time of the first heat is the best made in the country by an imported horse ; it 
was well known that for nearly ten days his feed had not exceeded six or eight 
quarts per diem, and he was not backed by his immediate friends. 
Immediately after the purse race, came off a match between Tornado and 
Saracen, which was won handily by the former. In a Handicap Sweepstakes, 
Shepherdess, carrying 120 lbs., beat Independence, carrying 114 lbs., and with 
ease, though she had but a week’s training.

Mertha drew the inside, and after a 
little trouble which young ones are apt to give at the start, they got away well 
together, at the turn the filly yielded the track without a struggle, and the colt 
went away at a strong pace, Martha laying handy until they entered the straight 
run home, when Noe applied the spurs, and a beautiful struggle terminated the 
heat, the colt winning by half a length only, in 1:51. 

In the second heat they again got off cleverly, the filly making play for the track, 
which Charles had no mind to yield; a severe contest was kept up for about 
600 yards, when the colt drew out clear, gradually dropped the filly, and came 
home a handsome winner in 1:53.

I 
should be glad if what I have so far stated could be noticed in the ‘Spirit of 
the Times ” that the Americans may see that they have got a horse which pro- 
bably (and I have no doubt of it,) would have been one of the most celebrated 
stallions in this country. I am fortunate in having several good colts and fillies 
of his get, and I flatter myself they will not disgrace their sire.”

MAY GUIDE FOR FARMERS AND GARDENERS. 


Tne Firw.—This month is the delight of the stock farmer, his difficulties 
enerally ceasing with the commencement of it. His artificial grasses carry 
C ‘hrough the first half of it, when his old pastures are ready to receive all 
the siock he ought to send abroad for their food. Let him be careful in parcel- 
ling them out premennp? fs their respective situations, so as to make the most of 
his grass, and above all things, to feed close, to insure a plentiful succession of 
sweet herbage. Nothing is more distasteful to cattle than rough, sour grass, 
nothing more palatable and nourishing than that which is thick, short, and sweet. 
Sheep turned into old grass should follow each other according to the state of 
the flocks, whether for store or feeding, the latter, of course, having the prefer- 
ence. This is the principal month for folding sheep on fallows where that some- 
btfcl practice is pu oe 
" ~~ will now be C full operation. We are much inclined towards the 
continental custom of milking cows three times a day, it being a certain preven- 
tive of sore udders, by which teats are so often lost, and valuable cows rendered 
useless in a dairy. Cows that have once slipped their calves should be turned off 
to feed, the recurrence of this evil being to be expected. Cheese-making is now 
at its height, and continues to be so for the mext three months ; but as the na- 
ture of the soil has such great influence on the quality of it, we cannot offer any 
instructions on this subjecthere. Respecting quantity, however, we can assert 
that six cows, well fed during winter and summer, will yield as much milk as 
nine will afford on an opposite mode of treatment. 

In purchasing cattle for feeding, select only those which evince the most 
thriving disposition to fatten with the least consumption of food, observing, also, 
the precaution of putting the:a on better, not worse, land than that on which et 
were bred, or depastured when in store condition. Let them feel soft and mel- 
low to the touch, with loose skins and wide hips. rave 

Hay-making commences this season, with several artificial grasses, although 
it is by no means general. Rye grass, however, should be cut early, it being in- 
jurious to the land to let it ron - seed. 

On arable land, preparation for turnips, 
where they are pea are the principaloperations of this month. Also A 
culture by horse and hand-hoes of corn and pulse indrills. Potatoes (when 
omitted last month) may be planted, hemp and flax sown during the first fortnight, 
and tares for a successional supply. Also lucerne and saintfoine, with buck- 
wheat, may be still sown to ae on limestone or chalky soil, either of 

ich forces the growth of these plants. , 
wwe have broth said that aie dust, in its uncalcined state, drilled with the 
seed, is the best and safest manure for turnips. On dry soils it never fails of 
success, having also a most beneficial effect on the succeeding barley crop. The 
Norfolk, or common white turnip, is excellent food for cattle, but it will not 
stand frost, the Swede being the only variety of this root, the yellow Scotch ex- 
cepted, that can be depended upon for spring food in a generality of seasons. 
The seed of the turnip should be deposited by the drill immediately after the 
plough, so as to derive the benefit of the first evaporation of the land, which is 
conducive to the vegetation ef all minute seeds. Hops are now poled, and in 
forward districts tied. ; 

Fallowing for wheat is an operation of this month. Take a deep furrow, as 
deep as the soil will allow, and where your land wil! admit of it, lay it quite flat. 
All water-furrowing will be avoided, and your sample will have the benefit of 
en equal participation of sun and air, which it cannot have on highly ridged 
lands. 

Live Stock.—There are two systems of fattening meat cattle: one to buy 
them in October and November, and after wintering them on straw till February, 
to put them on turnips till March, turn them to grass in May, aud sell them to 
the butcher in September. Another, to purchase them lean in May, and sell 
them from grass in October. It is scarcely neccssary to observe, the former Is 
the most profitable. May, however, is the month in which meat sells best, and 
eattle which have been kept over two winters with one summer's grass, are the 
most sought after by butchers. 

Tares for cart horses and store pigs should now become plentiful, and the re- 
maining working mares should be put to the horse towards the end of this month, 
selecting such stallions as are quick in their action, and on short legs. They 
will foal in the latter end of April, when grass is making a shout. 

Forward sown beans and potatoes will require their first hocing towards the 
conclusion of this month.

Kircnen Garpen. 

There is very little to be done this month, except following up the ordinary 
directions already given for the last three. The usual succession crops may be 
sown, aud by the good judge will be sown for the last time. The seed sown in 
June does not answer one time in five, and the reason for the failure is very ob- 
vious to the reader who will look back to our directions for March. Upon the 
warmest and best soil in England (Sandry, in Bedfordshire), we have tried the 
lorger sorts of Peas, but they have failed, except in seasons uncommonly favor- 
able. ‘The careful amateur will now rather look to checking the vegetation of 
his garden than crowding it. The great thing is, to have generosity enough to 
thin your garden in May, at least for all esculents. If your Onions are thick, 
take them eut by the handfull. If your Lettuces are jammed together, do not 
spare a few plants, and pursue the same system of giving room enough to eech 
individual plant all round the garden. This is the month for watering, if the 
weather proves dry; but whenever you do water, do it well. A small shower 
from the watering-pan does more harm than good; it makes the ground like a 
cake, and if there isa particle of lime in the soil, as there is in most good soils, 
it causes an effervescence, which destroys the germ of all green plants. Those 

who have Beans up and well in flower, may top them; but much mischief is 
often done in this very simple operation, by nipping carelessly ; it Is merely the 
top which should be taken off, the finger should never tovch the stalk. Earthing 
up is more necessary to Beans than to anything else, the reason why a close te- 
nacious clay is the best bean-land. Potatoes should not be set afier the begin- 
ning of this month; they run the risk of the dry rot; but if you should happen 
to be se late, take this precaution—sprout and cut your seed only the day before 
you set it. ‘Two years ago we lost half an acre by contemning this advice froin 
an experienced gardener. Strawberries now require weeding, if you can weed 
them, but the weed (twitch) which they scem to feed is so indomitable, that we 
would rather not see them in a garden at all. They are aluxury, but not to 
those who, like us, have had once a-year to turn up our gravel walks to eradicate 
the filth which they propagate in the borders.

Tulips. —Keep the sun from them this month; as much water as you please 
rOuad about them, but none on the flower itself. 

Dahlias.—The same precaution as for Tulips. Avoid giving water to the 
roct, but the earth sprinkled around them will do good. 

Geraniums.—Nineteen people out of twenty keep their Geraniums all winter 
standing in pots, and yet do not shift them in May; this they should do, and let 
the pots be one size larger. 

Auriculas should have plenty of water if they appear to decline, though that 
is hardly likely at this time of year. 

Ranunculuses.—The only observation we hive to make upon this flower will 
apply to all others. Break up the earch about it carefully, and hill it up without 
loading the stem.

THE GAMBLING HOUSES OF PARIS. 


A paper in the “Dublin University Magazine’’ for the present month, by 

‘‘ Harry Lorrequer,” whose “Confessions” have so ofien contributed to the 
mirth of the readers of that miscellany, gives some very interesting skeiches of 
the former gambling-houses of Paris. From this paper, calied “ Continental 
Gossipings,”” we shall now give some extracts :— 
_ ‘As these establishments, which for 30 many years exercised so powerful an 
influence upon French society, have now ceased to exist, it may be interesting 
to note down some few facts concerning them, ere the recoilection be lost to the 
present generation. 

“The licensed gaming-houses ef Paris were seven in number, of which four 
were in the Palais Royale. The well-known No. 154 being considered (he aris- 
tocratic one of that quarter, and to obtain admission to which a certain air of 
respectability and a general propriety ef dress were considered indispensable. 
At No. 129 the seciety was less exclusive—the only qualification for entrance 
being, that the individual should he twenty-one years of age. Then came No. 
36, the lineal descendant of the No. 9, so well known in the early years of the 
restoration, and so celebrated for the speedy repayment of the tribute exected by 
the allies from the nation. Blucher himself, who came in for a considerable 
share of the spoil, made rapid restitution at this shrine. Here every soarce of 
voluptnous pleasure contributed to the overwhelming excitement of play. The 
famous Abelard arrived at eleven o’clock, with his far-famed ‘Chapons an riz,’ 
and the conquerors of Eurape fell before the all-subduing attractions of the ea- 
lonsof M. Bernard. Amid the charm of delicious musie—the rarest wines of 
France—the most recherché cookery—the odalisque of the opera, covered with 
the spoils of many an European Court, appeared ; and between the mazurka of 
the Hungarian, and the galoppe of the Cossack, was ever heard the never-ceasing 
clink of the gold, as it rattled beneath the ‘rateau* of the croupier. Last of 
all came No. 113, and here the class of players consisted of persons in the 
lowest walk of life. 

“The salon of the ‘Rue Manivaux’ deserves some mention here. Here 
there was but one roulette table, and a small reading-room ; the whole air of the 
place breathing a species of peace and quietude strangely at variance with its 
more frequented rivals. The salon had all the easy domesticity of a private 
house, and it was hard tobelieve that one was not playing en famille. The ban- 
quiers chatted familiarly with the bettors; gave them prudent counseis, smiled 
at their winnings, and looked unhappy when they lost ; in fact, you half exnected 
when your last louis had followed its predecessors, that the banquier would come 
forward and restore your losses.” 

The following is an account of one of the thousand tragedies of Frascati :— 

GAMBLING TRAGEDY. 

As we are so deeply involved in the “ art and mystery ” of play, we cannot 
refrain from recording an incident of which we were ourselves the witness a few 
years since. On our return from a tour in Germany, we had strolled into Fras- 
catione evening, rather with the hope of meeting some acquaintance than with 
any Intention of play. Unsuccessful in our search, we were abeut to leare the 
salon, when we were struck by the haggard air and disturbed look of a young 
man who sat at the table, and scarcely looked up from the card he wes marking 
with a pin to place his money on the table. We watched him for nearly an hour, 
during which time he bet almost every deal, and nearly as constantly lost. At 
length, as anew deal was commencing, he hurriedly placed before him all his 
remaining gold, and scarcely was it done when he lost again; he now remained 
for some minutes motionless; at length, rising from his seat, he passed round 
the table till he reached the back of the croupier’s chair, and, whispering a few 
words in his ear, waited for an answer. The nature of the demand was evident 
oe for he immediately after returned to his place, his hand full of billets de 
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For some time he did not bet, but sat steadily regarding the table, his eyes | 
followed the “rateau” of the banker, as he raked in or gave out the shining | 
gold. At last, with a trembling hand, he placed a note upon the ‘*rouge,” and 
lost—another and another quickly followed, still without any change of fortune, 
iis Jook at each loss becoming more and more fixed, and his features, already as 
pale as death, becoming hardened like those of a marble statue, his blood-shot 
eye und loose straggling hair giving a terrific expression to the otherwise stern 
composure of his face. His neck was bare, and his hands played restlessly in 
tie folds of his neckeloth, which lay upon the table before hin. He lost again, 
and a larger sum than before; at last, as it were impatient at the lingering tor- 
ture of his fate, he seized all the billets which remained, and threw them reck- 
lessiy on the table, saying at the same time, “ Huit milles rouge.” “ Rouge 
perd, noir gagne,”’ said the banker in the same instant, raking in the money with 
his usual careless and passioaless look. A short thick langh broke from the 
young man, whose features, however, never changed. He rose from the table 
aud leisurely replaced his neckeloth. His place was immediately occupied by 
avother, and even onrselves, although the only one who had taken any interest 
in bis proceedings, soon lost sight of hin in the scene which ensued. It haviag 
struck some of the players that the banker had miscounted the cards, a dispute 
arose as (@ whether the rouge or the noir had won; fortunately the cards still 
rewainet upon the table, and amid a considerable uproar of voices eagerly raised 
on either side, the banker proceeded again to count them. “ Trente sept rouge.” 
*‘Prente neuf noir.” “I was wrong—the rouge has won,” said he, in some 
astonishment, ‘The money of the bettors on the red was immediately paid over 
to them, some of whom took it up, others preferring to let it remain upon the 
table tor another coup. It would appear that the young man we had been watch- 

ig prelerred this latter course, for his money remained where the banker placed 
it, and it was with a sense of great anxiety we waited for the deal upon which 
is fate was now to be decided. It won—the money still remained, and again 
won—the sam pow upon the table amounting to 64,000 francs, being rather 
above the limit of the bank, the croupier asked who was the owner of that sum, 
and how much he proposed to bet? No answer was given to this question, and 
soe surprise was excited in the room. Again the croupier spoke, but no ex- 
planation followed, and a general silence in the room proclaimed the interest that 
all took in so strange a circumstance, when suddenly a heavy crash was heard, 
succeeded by a low faint groan, and all was still. The assembly rose, and rush- 
ing tothe aute-chamber, foand the window open, and on looking out, perceived 
that the unfortunate gambler we had so long observed had thrown himself down 
a height of about fifty feet, and lay dead at the bottom. His skull had been 
fractured in the fall, and his death must have been almost instantaneous. It was 


but too plain he had believed the statement of the banker, and hurried on to 
suicide as the only resource left him in his misery. Had he lived one moment

GRAND EIGHT-OARED CUTTER MATCH. 


The great contest between the gentlemen ef the Universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge, which has for some weeks past engrossed the attention of the cog- 
‘woscenti, net only of the Universities and those gwnerally attached to river sports, 
but of sporting gentlemen of every grade, came off yesterday, from Westmin- 
ster to Putney, a distance which has been most judiciously selected as caleu- 
lated to try the lasting power of aspirants for fame in this invigorating sport. 
The well-known qualities of the men, their youth, stamina, and long-established 
game, had warranted the conclusion that this would be the very ne plus ultra of 

rowing, nor were the most sanguine disappointed in their expectations. This 
was not their first appearance, the same parties having before entered the lists, 
from which the Cantabs, it is said, through the superiority of their boat, came 
off victorious. Since that period the Cantabs have been twice in a wager from 
Westminster to Putney against the great Leander Club. In the first struggle, 
which was in 1837, Cambridge plucked the laure! from their brows ; but in the 
contest of last season between the same parties it was a succession of fouling 
from their nearing the Horseferrv until their arrival at Putney, which bridge the 
Leander went through first, and c.aimed the honor of the day. The umpire, 
“Mr. Searle, however declared this to be no match, and much dissatisfaction pre- 
wailed amongst the thousands who had laid out moncy on the issue of the race. 
In this contest the aurs sacra fames was cast on_one side, the whole aim 
being to discover which of the two Universities could produee the best rowers. 

The Cambridge crew were the favorites, simply, we believe, from the sappo- 
sition that having rowed two matches on the particular water appointed for yes- 
terday, they would be more au fait at their work, and the odds of 5 to 4 were 
freely given and taken to the amount of thousands. The very flower of each 
College boat had been selected on both hands. They had been tried and ap- 

roved, and were the very men fitting for a struggle in which for six miles they 
bad to work with almost breathless activity. 

The match had originally been appointed for last Thursday ; but by mutual 
consent it was deferred until yesterday. For some days past both crews have 
rowed the distance, and have been intently watched in their movements by sport- 
ing men. Se great had been the interest on this contest that every long boat 
had been engaged for some days past, and crack watermen could count two or 
three engagements deep. On the first making of the match, as we have stated, 
the odds were 5 to 4 in favor of Cambridge; but they increased in some cir- 
cles te 7 to 4, and as the time approached for starting 6 to 4 might be consi- 
dered as the standard betting, as the weather was most unpropitious; but the 
interest was so extraordinary that there were but few who gave the weather a 
moment's consideration. 

At two o'clock the “ note of preparation ’’ sounded, and as the tide increased 
towards high water, the respective club galleys turned out from the causeways 
of Searle, Lyons, Roberts, Chandler, &c., and moved towards the starting- 
place, the w.nd blowing fearfully from the north-east. At half-past four the com- 
batants made their appearance. The boats were thus manned :—

The last gentleman in each list took the stroke, and on this occasion each 
cutter was steered by a collegian, the names of whom we did not catch. On 
the previous cutter match of last season Parish and Noulton had been the cox- 
swains, but, in order to make the affair as even as possible, genilemen operated 
yesterday. 

The attendance on shore was the most extraordinary we ever witnessed. 
Westminster Bridge, the Bishop’s-walk, Milbank, Vauxhall, and Putney Bridge 
presented one solid mass of spectators, anxious to obtain even a glance of the 
gentlemen. Putney Bridge beggared all description. An old inhabitant of the 
town of Fulham declared that he had never witnessed such an animated sight. 
From the Middlesex to the Surrey side at as early an hour as four o'clock there 
were dozens of fashionably-attired persons, and at the time the contending 
crews came in sight, the bridge was absolutely impassable. The barouches and 
carriages filled with ladies were two abreast, and, on a moderate calculation, 
there might have been one hundred and fifty horsemen. At twenty minutes to 
five o’clock the gentlemen were at their stations, and a finer set of men for 
such an arduous undertaking were never seen. They looked in the best condi- 
tion. The Cambridge gentlemen went to the outside station, as it is termed, at 
the pier of Westminster Bridge, the Oxford gentlemen having won the ins-de 
and best position. When the s‘gual was given they took it admirably, and for 
the first four or five strokes appeared to de nothing ; but their speed, when the 
way was wellon was wonderful. They were stroke aud stroke until they near- 
ed the Horseferry, where Cambridge showed a slight lead. Their antagonis's 
disputed the advantage with all the strength they could muster, but in vain. 
Of the Penitentiary the Cambridge men had increased their advantage, and 
went in advance through Vauxhall Bridge. In each succeeding mile the differ- 
ence of tMeir strength and style was more manifest.

Princess Charlotte Bonaparte.—In one of our late numbers we mentioned the 
death of this Princess, who was the youngest daughter of Joseph Bonaparte, 
ex-King of Spain, and the widow of Prince Napoleon, eldest son of the ex- 
King of Holland. Princess Charlotte was born in 1803. Since her widowhood 
she had resided at Florence with her mother, the Countess de Survilliers. Whilst 
on ker way from Rome to Genoa, she was taken dangerously ill at Sarzano, and 
died on the 2nd of last month. This melancholy event has occasioned a gene- 
ral feeling of regret in Florence, for the deceased princess was beloved by all 
who enjoyed the honor of knowing her. By her death the poor have lost a kind 
protectress and friend. She was a liberal subscriber to manv institutions for 
the benefit of the lower classes. Like all the individuals of her family, princess 
Charlotte was distinguished for taleat, and she possessed a remarkable taste for 
the fue arts. She herself lithographed a series of landscape views in Italy, 
taken from drawings of her own. The Princess has left one surviving sister, 
Princess Zenaide de Musignano, the wife of Charles Lucien Bonaparte, eldest 
son of the Prince de Canino. The husband of the late Princess, who died in 
1831, was the brother of Prince Louis Napoleoa, whose name was recently con- 
Spicuous in the political events of France. The number of deaths which have 
taken place in the Bonaparte family, during the few last years, is truly extra- 
ordinary. Since 1831, Prince Napoleon, the Duke of Reichsta?t, the young 
Prince di Bacciochi, Madame Letitia, the Princess de Montfort, the Duchess de 
Saint-Leu, and Princess Charlotte, have been numbered with the dead.

The boxes were marked by a corresponding distinction—you had not 
whole fronts crowded with orange-sucking ladies and gin-sling attendants ; but 
if by chance you cast your eyes aloft, you did indeed perceive a change! The 
third tier, which six weeks since, was lined throughout its extent with bedizencd 
patrons of the “great tragedian” was happily vacated, and some solitary 
wretched one alone remained to wonder at the solitude and silence of that lofty 
circle. 

Sixetair and Mrs. Gisss have drawn good houses uniformly the past week ; 
his voice has suffered less from age than could be believed, and Mrs. Gibbs all 
allow never sang better here. Lecomte too, and her brother, have likewise 
been doing a very goed business. They appeared, now a fortnight since, in 
some unfortunate dance in which they excited little applause, but the moment 
the “‘ Bayadere” was substituted, there was a decided change. But their most 
eminent success was achieved in a new ballet entitled ‘ La Fille mal Gardée.” 
It is an extremely pretty thing,—a little rustic, truel-ove tale of sunny France, 
told in action, not words, with perfect distinctness, and with pointed effect. 
Lecomte looks better in Lisa than in eny character she has yet assumed. There 
is full seope in the ballet, not alone for her brilliant dancing, but for that grace 
by which all her movements are characterized. She cannot raise her arm or 
turn her head, without impressing you by her most gracious mien, and she falls 
into attitudes so easy and elegant, her hands obeying this rule of her action 
with even more certainty than her limbs, that your senses are charmed with the 
repose and beauty of the picture she presents. 

Had we seen this little ballet previously, we should not have written so coldly 
as we did last week of M. Maretix. In it he hasa character every way fitted 
to develope his powers, and he certainly dances with a spirit and brillianey which 
we have seen equalled by no man for these many years. Grace is as much the 
characteristic of M. Martin as of his sister, and it is difficult to conceive of so 
much of it united with the rapid movements which he incessantly executes, ap- 
proaching oftentimes mere tours de force. He takes a benefit to-night, and 
every reader whose eye this page may previously mect, is advised to attend ; 
we have been by no means extravagant in our praises, and our readers who will 
heed to us may assure themselves of the highest gratification. This engage- 
ment, by the way, is avery proper one for the management shortly to renew. 
Why cannot the ballet be attached permanently to our theatres, so much better 
is it than the common farce ? 

M. Taciiom, the brother of the Taglioni, arrived by the Liverpool, with 
bis wife. They are engaged at this house, and will draw, be they ever so indif- 
ferent as artists, by the force of their great European celebrity. We have heard 
it said, too, that Aveusta is again in town—the beauteous favorite, wherever 
she may go. We know not whether she is yet engaged, but presume that Mr 
Simpsen will not allow her to escape. The names of these three dancers recall 
the idea of a fixed ballet to be attached to our theatres. Let us think more of it. 

We wished to write much more of the Park, and its prospects this week, so 
prolific is the theme, but our columns are so occupied with intelligence from 
Europe, that we ean only find room to announce that Miss Cuirton is to play a 
short engagement here, commencing next week with Anne Boleyn, a new cha- 
racter to us, in which she was very successful in New Orleans the past winter. 
Her beauty alone is usually all-powerful in attracting an audience, and we risk 
nothing, therefore, in anticipatmg crowded houses.

FOREIGN THEATRICALS. 


The great event in Parisian Theatricals is Auber’s new opera of “ Le Lac 
des Fées.” It is rightly appreciated by the writer of the following letter, if we 
may judge from numerous notices of the press, although the “ Examiner's” 
¢ respondent thinks differently. 





“ , rer: Paris, Tuesday, April 2, 1839. 

Next to the formation of the Ministry, the important event which has agitated 
us here has been the long-promised production of Auber's new opera of “ Le 
Lac des Fées” (The Fairy Lake), which was brought out last night with tran- 
scendant, and, I will add, with deserved success. ‘The applause wa¢ loud and 
frequent during its progress, and at the conclusion the cheering was deafening. 
Auber was loudly called for, but did not a ; but his name as the composer, , 
the names of MM. Scribe and Melesville, as the writers of the libretto ; those 
of MM. Philastre and Cambon, as the scene-painters ; and of M. Coraly, cs the 


arranger of the ballets, were announced and received with immense tion. 
“ des Fées” has two undoubted claims for ularity ; first, the general,

spectacle, in fact, which only the resources of such an establishment as the 
Academie can produce, and which leave far behind the pigmy attempts of our 
London theatres. The house was filled in every part by a brilliant assemblage 
and no places could be obtained for days before except at five times the usual 
prices, one great evil of the Parisian theatres, where the admission tickets are 
bought up by speculators, who charge what they please. Thus for a stall fifty 


francs were paid, the customary price being ten francs. 
Aches is pie very Renae in his overtures, and he has been particularly so 


in this instance. It opens with a march maestoso, a nice effect being produced 
by the subject being played by the wood band, with the stringed instruments 
pizzicato. The march steals into a flowing melody, which is heard through the 
opera, and heunts my memory at this moment. A motif for the flute will be re- 
marked with pleasure. Then comes a broad chorale, in the German school, 
succeded by a lively allegro, the subject of which is very popular. The whole 
is wound up in Auber’s spirited style, and with not too much, however, of the 
brass band, drums, cymbals, &c., and, we may add par parenthese, that he has 
eschewed throughout the opera the noisy orchestral adjuncts.” 

Another writer says that the Opera House at Paris has been crowded every 
night since its first appearance, and the music is likely to prove, if possible, more 
popular than that of Gustave and Masaniello. The managers of more than one 
metropolitan theatre have sent agents to Paris in order to secure the score. 
Strauss and Musard are occupied arranging waltzes and quadrilles from the inos; 
favourite subjects, and Doehler and Herz are already engaged in the manufac- 
ture of variations and fantasias on all the striking melodies.

Taglioni'sengagement. Four prime donna, three primi tenori, and three primi 
bassi are engaged ! 

Jenny Vertpré, the lively, witty, and piquant actress, has just retired from the 
stage, of which she has long been a distinguished ornament. She lately took 
leave of the Parisian public at the Odeon Theatre, when Mademoiselle Rachel 
and the principal artistes dramatiques of the capital contributed to she splendour 
of her last performance. The benefiriaire’s receipts on the occasion amounted 
to 12,640 franes. Jenny Vertpré, or Madame Carmouche, commenced her theat- 
rcal career in 1816 in the part of Annette of La Pie Voleuse, and from that pe- 
riod maintained her reputation as a graceful, arch, and original actress in upwards 
of forty characters. She was alternately applauded at the Porte Saint Martin, 
Vaudeville, Gymnase, Varietés, as well as in London, at Amsterdam, and Ber- 
lin; and if she have resigned her profession earlier than many of her friends 
wished, it is because her good sense warned her to shun the example of but too 
many of*her comrades who, heedless of an inconstant public, cling to the last 
to the wrecks of their talent, fame, and vogue. 

It was rumoured thai the celebrated comic actress, Mademoiselle Mars intend- 
ed to avail herself of the success of M. Dumas’s new drama, ‘‘ Mademoiselle de 
Belleisle,” to retire from the stage, after commanding public admiration for forty- 
seven years. Such is not the case for we learn from another paper that she is 
about so subscribe a new engagement with the Theatre Francais, whereby, for 
five years more, she is to perform exclusively and without competition in every 
character she pleases, whether young or old, anf in every description of drama- 
tie pieces. Madlle. Mars performed thirty years ago in the farewell benefit of 
the great actress, Madile. Confat ; and last week, dressed inthe most elegant 
manner, and wearing her most splendid diamonds, she enacted the part of Ce- 
limene, in Moliere’s Misanthrope, for the farewell benefit of the tragedian, La- 
font, the best remaining tragic actor of the Theatre Frangais. He had belonged 
to that theatre for the last thirty years, ane though during the latter fifteen his 
performances had been confined to a few characters of the classic drama, which 
enjoyed little favour, he had, in the commencement of his career, not only been 
Talma’s most dangerous rival, but had even completely eclipsed that great tra- 
gedian for two years together. His farewell benefit, wherein Mdlle. Rache! 
played for the first time the part of Laodice in Corneille’s Nicoméde, yielded 
14,000 francs. 

A report which excites general attention, is gaining ground, so much that it 
may be worth while to notice it. It is said that the Duke D’Ossuna, a young 
foreign nobleman, whose fortune is as large as his name is illustrious, being deeply 
touched with the personal accomplishments of the young Jewess, and not less 
enthusiastically admiring her talent and success, intends to wrest her from the 
stage and place upon her head the coronet ef a Castilian Duchess. tis affirmed 
that one of the first conditions of a marriage which will give her a fortune of 
many millions, and raise her te one of the first ranks in European aristocracy, is 
to be her abandonment of the stage, for it is certain that theatrical nobility would 
but ill suit Spanish pride. If these reports be confirmed, they will prove that 
plilosophic notions have penetrated to the heart of Charles the Fifth’s old mo 
narchy, and that there is now as much philosophy at Madrid as in London and 
Paris. The Upper House of England includes several noble Lords who have 
married actresses, and but a short time back the Earl of Essex married Miss 
Stephens, the celebrated vocalist. In the last century Mdile. Clairon was very 
near marrying the Margrave of Anspach ; why should Mdlle.Rachel not become a 
Spanish Duchess, and the wife of a Spanish Grandee, she who has often seen 
the brother of Philip IJ., in Casimir Lavigne’s Don Juan D'Antriche, on the 
point of marrying the Jewess, Dona Florinda? All is so marvellous in the 
young girl’s career—her infancy, talent, and success, that such a marriage would 
be the least extraordinary event of her life. What is to become of the Theatre 
Frangais if she become a Duchess, must be anxiously asked there. When she 
performs the receipts amount to $1200, and only to $60 when she is away. 

Many of the London press ridicule the recent attempt upon Vestris as a hoax, 
though we do not believe that it was. But Madame herself is so grieved that 


any should be incredulous, that she is cutting down her free-list rapidly. Even 


“The Times” is dropped, as is the ‘“* Dispatch,” the ‘“‘ Age,” and others. One 
paper turns upon her like a rabid dog, and thus pays it into “ Charles,” as the 
most effective way of reaching Madame in the following theatrical gossip. 


It is a pity Madame Vestris or Mrs. Mathews (for we are really puzzled te 
hnow by which name she desires to be addressed) has so many bad advisers, 
about her. We say it, and distinctly, she has not a single honest-hearted gen- 
tleman admited to her councils. Her spouse is a mere flippant popinjay, whose 
knowledge of the world has been long since accurately defined by Dr. Johnson 
—a pitiful chatter-box, who would heve dropped through the stage of any barn 
in any portion of civilised Christeadom, had he not had for his histrionic god- 
father the immortal Liston, who drew him from the protecting shadow of Ves- 
tris’ petticoat, and implored a good-humoured audience, by the recollection of 
the father, to think well of the sod! This coxcomb always reminds us of a 
cast-of valet, set up the gentleman upon his own account, witha few suits of 
his master’s and a monstrous idea that, having ence brushed a man of fashion’s 
coat, he must be a manof fashion himself when he wears the discarded gar- 
ment. The impudence of this conceited puppy, and it was all through his con- 
summate conceit thathe got himsclfand Madame chased from Auerica, is ludi- 
crously exhibited in more ways than one. 

There is something particularly diverting in one singularity of this soi-disant 
gentleman, which completely shows the innate narrowness of his mind, and the 
vulgarity of his origin ; proving that as the fellow never was born to be a gen- 
tleman, he never will be one. ‘Master Mathews, e-ah, e-al, never answers 
letters!” was thereply lately made toa mest respectable firm.
